States  of  America  in  Ccaigress  assemJjJed.  That  the  following  sums  be. 
and  they  are  hereby,  appropriated,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury 
of  the  Ifnited  States  not  otherwise  appropriated,  in  full  compensation 
for  the  fiscal  year  endino’  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  four, 
for  the  purposes  and  objects  hereinafter  expressed,  namely:

ice:  for  maintenance  and  repair  of  seacoast  telegraph,  telephone,  and 
cable  lines;  for  investigations  on  climatology;  for  experiments  in  wire¬ 
less  telegrapluq  for  river  observations  and  reports;  for  rain  observa¬ 
tions  and  reports ;  for  snow  observations  and  reports ;  for  ice  observations 
and  reports;  for  crop  observations  and  reports;  for  aerial  observations 
and  reports;  for  storm  and  other  warnings  and  reports;  for  hurricane 
observations  and  reports,  including  pay  of  special  observers  and  dis- 
playmen,  none  of  whom  shall  receive  more  than  twenW-five  dollars 
per  month;  and  for  the  maintenance  of  a  printing  office  in  the  city  of 
Washington,  including  the  purchase  of  necessary  supplies  and  mate¬ 
rials  for  printing  weather  maps,  bulletins,  circulars,  forms,  monthly 
reviews,  and  other  publications,  and  for  pay  of  assistant  foremen, 
proof  readers,  compositors,  pressmen,  lithographers,  and  folders  and 
feeders,  four  hundred  and  nineW-six  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
eight}^  dollars. 

Buildings,  Weather  Bureau:  For  the  purchase  of  sites  and  the 
erection  of  not  less  than  five  buildings  for  use  as  Weather  Bureau 
observatories,  and  for  all  necessary  labor,  materials,  and  expenses, 
plans  and  specifications  to  be  prepared  and  approved  by  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture,  and  work  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  of

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hundred  and  eiglity-four,  ostablishing  tlic  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry, 
and  the  Act  approved  August  thirtieth,  eigliteen  hundred  and  niindy, 
providing  for  an  inspection  of  meats  and  atiinials,  and  also  the  ])i’o- 
visious  of  the  Act  approved  ]\Iarch  third,  eighteen  luindred  and  ninety- 
one,  providing  for  the  inspection  of  live  cattle,  hogs,  and  the  carcass('s 
and  products  thereof  which  are  the  su))iects  of  interstate  and  foreign 
commerce,  and  for  other  purposes,  and  to  prescribe  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions  for  the  safe  transport  and  humane  treatment  of  export  cattle 
from  the  United  States  to  foreign  countries,  and  the  amendatory  Act 
approved  March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninetv-five,  providing 
for  the  inspection  of  live  cattle,  hogs,  and  the  carcasses  and  products 
thereof  which  are  the  subjects  of  interstate  and  foreign  commerce,  and 
for  other  purposes:  Provided,  That  live  horses  and  the  products  and 
carcasses  thereof  be  entitled  to  the  same  inspection  as  other  animals, 
carcasses,  and  products  thereof,  herein  named:  Provided  further,^ 
That  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may  in  his  discretion  waive  the 
requirement  of  a  certilicate  with  beef  and  other  products  which  are 
exported  to  countries  that  do  not  require  such  inspection,  one  million 
two  hundred  thousand  dollars:  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is 
hereby  authorized  to  use  any  part  of  this  sum  he  may  deem  necessary 
or  expedient,  in  such  manner  as  he  may  think  best,  in  the  collection 
of  information  concerning  live  stock,  dairy,  and  other  animal  products, 
and  to  prevent  the  spread  of  pleuro-pneumonia,  blackleg,  tuberculosis, 
sheep  scab,  glanders  or  farcy,  hog  cholera,  and  other  diseases  of  ani¬ 
mals,  and  for  this  purpose  to  employ  as  many  persons  in  the  city  of 
Washington  or  elsewhere  as  he  ma}^  deem  necessary,  and  to  expend  any 
part  of  this  sum  in  the  purchase  and  destruction  of  diseased  or  exposed 
animals  and  the  quarantine  of  the  same  whenever  in  his  judgment  it  is 
essential  to  prevent  the  spread  of  pleuro-pneumonia,  tuberculosis,  or 
other  diseases  of  animals  from  one  State  to  another;  for  improving  and 
maintaining  the  Bureau  Experiment  Station  at  Bethesda,  Maiyland;  to 
establish,  improve,  and  maintain  quarantine  stations,  and  to  provide 
proper  shelter  and  equipment  for  the  care  of  neat  cattle,  domestic 
and  other  animals  imported  at  such  ports  as  may  be  deemed  necessary; 
for  printing  and  publishing  such  reports  relating  to  animal  industry  as 
he  may  direct;  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may  use  so  much  of 
this  sum  as  he  deems  necessarv  for  promoting  the  extension  and  devel¬ 
opment  of  foseign  markets  for  dairy  and  other  farm  products  of  the 
United  States,  and  for  suitable  transportation  of  the  same;  and  such 
products  may  be  bought  in  open  market  and  disposed  of  at  the  dis¬ 
cretion  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  and  he  is  authorized  to  appB" 
the  moneys  received  from  the  sales  of  such  products  toward  the  con¬ 
tinuation  and  repetition  of  such  experimental  exports;  and  the  Secre¬ 
tary  is  hereby  authorized  to  rent  a  suitable  building  in  the  District  of 
Columbia,  at  an  annual  rental  of  not  exceeding  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  dollars,  to  be  used  as  a  laboratory  for  said  Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry;  and  the  employees  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  out¬ 
side  of  the  city  of  Washington  may  hereafter,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture,  without  additional  expense  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment,  be  granted  leaves  of  absence  not  to  exceed  fifteen  da^’s  in  any 
one  year;  Provided,  That  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may  construe 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-one,  as  amended  March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
five,  for  the  inspection  of  live  cattle  and  products  thereof,  to  include 
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dairy  products  intended  for  exportation  to  any  foreig'ii  country,  and 
may  apply,  under  rules  and  regulations  to  be  prescribed  b}"  him,  the 
provisions  of  said  Act  for  inspection  and  certihcation  appropriate  for 
ascertaining  the  purity  and  quality  of  such  products,  and  ma}''  cause 
the  same  to  be  so  marked,  stamped,  or  labeled  as  to  secure  their  iden¬ 
tity  and  make  known  in  the  markets  of  foreign  countries  to  which  they 
may  l^e  sent  from  the  United  States  their  purity,  qualit}",  and  grade; 
and  all  the  provisions  of  said  Act  relating  to  live  cattle  and  products 
thereof  for  export  shall  apply  to  daily  products  so  inspected  and  certi- 
lied:  Provided  further.  That  not  to  exceed  four  thousand  dollars  of 
the  amount  hereby  appropriated  may  be  used  to  purchase  additional 
land  for  the  quarantine  station  at  Athenia,  New  Jersey:  And  jy/'ovided 
further^  That  not  to  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars  of  the  amount  hereby 
appropriated  ma}^  be  used  to  purchase  land  at  or  near  Baltimore, 
Maryland,  for  a  station  to  quarantine  live  stock  to  be  imported  from 
foreign  countries.

PATHOLOGICAL  AND  PHYSIOLOGICAL  INVESTIGATIONS:  Investigating  the 
nature  of  diseases  injurious  to  fruits,  fruit  trees,  grain,  cotton,  vege¬ 
table,  and  other  useful  plants;  experiments  in  the  treatment  of  the  same; 
the  study  of  plant  physiology  in  relation  to  crop  production  and  the 
improvement  of  crops  by  breeding  and  selection;  to  investigate  the  dis¬ 
eases  ah'ecting  citrus  fruits,  pineapples,  and  truck  crops  grown  during 
the  winter  in  the  Southern  States;  to  investigate  canaigre  and  other 
tannin-bearing  plants;  to  investigate  and  report  upon  the  diseases  affect¬ 
ing  plants  on  the  Paciffc  coast;  to  originate  or  introduce  improved  varie¬ 
ties  of  fruits  and  vegetables  in  cooperation  with  the  section  of  seed  and 
plant  introduction;  to  study  the  relation  of  soil  and  climatic  conditions 
to  diseases  of  plants,  particularly  with  reference  to  the  California  vine 
diseases  and  diseases  of  the  sugar  beet,  in  cooperation  with  the  Bureau 
of  Soils,  and  for  other  purposes  connected  with  the  discovery  and 


practical  application  of  improved  methods  of  crop  prodiu-tion;  to 
continue  the  work  of  orio-inatino’.  ])y  ))reedin(>'  and  sel(.‘ction.  in 
cooperation  with  the  other  divisions  of  the  Department  and  the 
experiment  stations,  new  varieties  of  orano-es,  lemons,  and  other  ti’op- 
ical  and  subtropical  fruits  more  resistant  to  cold  and  disease  and  of 
better  quality;  varieties  of  wheat  and  other  cereals  more  resistant  to 
rust  and  smut  and  better  suited  to  the  various  sections  of  this  country- 
varieties  of  cotton  more  resistant  to  disease  and  of  iong-er  and  better 
staple,  and  varieties  of  pears  and  apples  more  resistant  to  biig-ht  and 
better  adapted  for  export;  to  investigate  the  causes  of  decay  in  forest 
timber  and  timber  used  for  construction  purposes,  and  to  devise  means 
for  preventing  the  decay  of  the  same;  to  investigate  the  practical 
application  in  agriculture  of  the  fixation  of  atmospheric  nitrogen  by 
bacteria  and  other  micro-organisms  in  soils  and  in  the  root  tubercles  of 
leguminous  and  other  plants;  to  cultivate  and  distribute  these  nitrogen 
fixers  and  to  determine  the  conditions  most  favorable  to  their  develop¬ 
ment;  to  study  and  find  methods  for  preventing  the  algal  and  other 
contaminations  of  water  supplies;  the  employment  of  investigators, 
local  and  special  agents,  clerks,  assistants,  and  student  scientific  aids 
at  an  annual  salary  of  four  hundred  and  eighty  dollars  each,  and  other 
labor  required  in  conducting  experiments  in  the  city  of  Washington 
and  elsewhere,  and  collating,  digesting,  reporting,  and  illustrating  the 
results  of  such  experiments;  for  telegraph  and  telephone  service;  for 
gas  and  electric  current;  purchase  of  chemicals  and  apparatus  required 
in  the  field  and  laboratory;  necessary  traveling  expenses;  for  express 
and  freight  charges;  the  preparation  of  reports  and  illustrations;  the 
rent  and  repairs  of  a  building,  not  to  exceed  three  thousand  dollars 
per  annum;  all  necessary  oflice  fixtures  and  supplies,  and  for  other 
expenses  connected  with  the  practical  work  of  the  investigations,  one 
hundred  and  thirty  thousand  dollars,  five  thousand  dollars  of  which 
sum  shall  be  immediateh’'  available. 

PoMOLOGiCAL  ixTESTiGATioxs:  Investigating,  collecting,  and  dissem¬ 
inating  information  relating  to  the  fruit  industry;  the  collection  and 
distribution  of  seeds,  shrubs,  trees,  and  specimens;  and  for  collecting 
and  modeling  fruits,  vegetables,  and  other  plants,  and  furni.'?hing 
duplicate  models  to  the  experiment  stations  of  the  several  States,  as 
far  as  found  practicable;  the  employment  of  investigators,  local  and 
special  agents,  clerks,  assistants,  student  scientific  aids  at  an  annual 
salary  of  four  hundred  and  eighty  dollars  each,  and  other  labor 
required  in  conducting  experiments  in  the  city  of  Washington  and 
elsewhere;  and  in  collating,  digesting,  reporting,  and  illustrating  the 
results  of  such  experiments;  for  gas  and  electric  current;  for  tele¬ 
graph  and  telephone  services;  for  express  and  freight  charges;  for  all 
necessary  ofiice  fixtures  and  supplies'and  for  traveling  and  other  neces¬ 
sary  expenses,  to  continue  the  investigations  and  experiments  in  the 
introduction  of  the  culture  of  European  table  grapes  and  the  study  of 
the  diseases  that  afi'ect  them,  for  the  purpose  of  discovering  remedies 
therefor,  this  work  to  be  done  in  cooperation  with  the  section  of  seed 
and  plant  introduction;  to  investigate  in  cooperation  with  the  other 
divisions  and  bureaus  of  the  Department  and  the  experiment  stations 
of  the  several  States  the  market  conditions  afiecting  the  fruit  and 
vegetable  trade  in  the  United  States  and  foreign  countries,  and  the 
methods  of  harvesting,  packing,  storing,  and  shipping  fruit  and  vege¬ 
tables,  and  for  experimental  shipments  of  fruits  and  vegetables  to  for- 
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eig’n  countries,  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  exportation  of 
American  fruits  and  vegetables,  and  for  all  necessaiy  expenses  con¬ 
nected  with  the  practical  work  of  the  same,  and  such  fruits  and  vege¬ 
tables  as  are  needed  for  these  investigations  and  experimental  shipments 
may  be  bought  in  open  market  and  disposed  of  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture,  and  he  is  authorized  to  appl}^  the  mone3^s 
received  from  the  sales  of  sucii  fruits  and  vegetables  toward  the  con¬ 
tinuation  and  repetition  of  these  investigations  and  experimental  ship¬ 
ments;  to  investigate,  map,  and  report  upon  the  commercial  fruit 
districts  of  the  United  States,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the 
relative  adaptability  of  the  several  important  fruits  thereto,  by  a  study 
of  the  conditions  of  soil  and  climate,  and  of  the  prevalence  of  plant 
diseases  existing  therein  as  related  to  commercial  fruit  production, 
thirtv-seven  thousand  dollars,  live  thousand  dollars  of  which  sum  may 
in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretaiy  be  expended  in  cooperation  with  the 
experiment  station  of  the  State  of  California  for  studying  the  nature 
of  the  phvlloxera,  Anaheim,  and  other  diseases  of  vines,  and  for  ascer¬ 
taining  the  best  means  for  protecting  vineyards  against  their  ravages. 

Botanical  investigations  and  experiments:  Investigations  relat¬ 
ing  to  medicinal,  poisonous,  liber,  and  other  economic  plants,  seeds, 
and  weeds;  the  collection  of  plants,  traveling  expenses,  and  express 
and  freight  charges;  for  all  necessary  office  fixtures;  the  purchase  of 
paper  and  all  other  necessary  supplies,  materials,  and  apparatus;  for 
rent  and  ordinary  repairs  of  a  building  for  office  and  laboratory  pur¬ 
poses.  not  to  exceed  three  thousand  dollars;  for  gas  and  electric  cur¬ 
rent;  for  telegraph  and  telephone  service;  for  the  emplo^mient  of 
investigators,  local  and  special  agents,  clerks,  assistants,  and  student 
sclent ihc  aids  at  an  annual  salary  of  four  hundred  and  eighty  dollars 
each,  and  other  labor  in  conducting  experiments  in  the  city  of  Wash¬ 
ington  and  elsewhere;  and  in  collating,  digesting,  reporting,  and 
illustrating  the  result  of  such  experiments;  subscriptions  to  and  pur¬ 
chase  of  botanical  publications  for  use  in  the  division;  and  the  prepara¬ 
tion,  illustration,  and  publication  of  reports;  to  investigate  and  publish 
reports  upon  the  useful  plants  and  plant  cultures  of  the  tropical  terri¬ 
tory  of  the  United  States,  and  to  investigate,  report  upon,  and  intro¬ 
duce  other  plants  promising  to  be  valuable  for  the  tropical  territory 
of  the  United  States,  such  plants  and  botanical  and  agricultural  infor¬ 
mation  when  secured  to  be  made  available  for  the  work  of  agricultural 
experiment  stations  and  schools;  to  investigate  the  varieties  of  cereals 
grown  in  the  United  States  or  suitable  for  introduction,  in  order  to 
standardize  the  naming  of  varieties  as  a  basis  for  the  experimental 
work  of  the  State  experiment  stations,  and  as  an  assistance  in  com¬ 
mercial  grading,  and  to  investigate,  in  cooperation  with  the  Bureau  of 
Chemistiy,  the  cause  of  deterioration  of  export  grain,  particularly  in 
oceanic  transit,  and  devise  means  of  preventing  losses  from  those 
causes,  sixty-tive  thousand  dollars. 

Grass  and  forage-plant  investigations:  To  enable  the  Secretaiy 
of  Agriculture  to  conduct  investigations  of  grasses,  forage  plants,  and 
animal. foods  in  cooperation  with  other  divisions  of  the  Department; 
to  collect  and  purchase  seeds,  roots,  and  specimens  of  valuable  eco¬ 
nomic  grasses  and  forage  plants  for  investigation;  experimental  cul¬ 
tivation  and  distribution,  and  for  experiments  and  reports  upon  the 
best  methods  of  extirpating  Johnson  and  other  noxious  and  destruc¬ 
tive  grasses;  to  purchase  tools,  all  necessary  office  fixtures,  materials, 
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apparatus,  and  supplies:  to  pay  frcio’ht.  ox])rcss  eliaro-os,  and  travel- 
iiiii'  expenses:  for  telegraph  and  telephone  service:  for  gas  and  electric 
currents:  for  the  eiuployinent  of  local  and  si)ecial  agents,  clerks,  assist¬ 
ants.  and  scientific  student  aids  at  an  annual  salary  of  four  hundred  and 
eighty  dollars  each,  and  other  labor  recjuired  in  conducting  experi¬ 
ments  in  the  city  of  Washington  and  elsewhere:  rent  and  repairs  of  a 
building  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  tAvo  hundred  dollars  per  annum; 
to  prepare  drawings  and  illustrations  for  circulars,  reports,  and  bulle¬ 
tins:  and  the  agricultural  experiment  stations  are  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  cooperate  with  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  in  estab¬ 
lishing  and  maintaining  experimental  grass  stations,  for  determining 
the  best  methods  of  caring  for  and  improving  meadoAvs  and  grazing* 
lands,  the  use  of  dill'erent  grasses  and  forage  plants,  and  their  adapta¬ 
bility  to  A^arious  soils  and  climates,  the  best  native  and  foreign  species 
for  reclaiming  OA'erstocked  ranges  and  pastures,  for  renoA^ating  worn- 
out  lands,  for  binding  drifting  sands  and  washed  lands,  and  for  turf¬ 
ing  lawns  and  pleasure  grounds,  and  for  sohdng  the  A'arious  forage 
problems  presented  in  the  several  sections  of  our  country,  thirt3’-liA^e 
thousand  dollars. 

Experimental  gardens  and  grounds.  Departaient  of  Agriclvl- 
ture:  CultAation  and  care  of  experimental  gardens  and  grounds, 
including  the  keep  of  lawns,  trees,  roadways,  and  Avalks:  management 
and  maintenance  of  the  conseiwatories,  greenhouses,  and  plant  and 
fruit  propagating  houses:  emploAunent  of  assistants,  experts,  foremen, 
gardeners,  laborers,  carpenters,  painters,  plumbers,  and  other  me¬ 
chanics,  in  the  ciW  of  Washington  or  elsewhere:  machineiy,  tools, 
wagons,  carts,  horses,  harness.  ploAvs.  lawn  mowers,  sprinklers,  hose, 
watering-cans,  tubs,  pots,  and  other  implements  required  in  cultivation; 
lumber,  hardAvare.  glass,  paints,  tin,  stones.  graA^el.  and  other  material 
required  for  repairs;  fertilizers,  insecticide  apparatus,  and  chemicals; 
blacksmithing,  horseshoeing,  and  repairs  to  implements  and  machin- 
ei’A’:  seeds,  plants,  and  bulbs  for  propagating  purposes:  labels,  potting- 
and  packing  materials,  feed  for  horses,  fuel,  freight  and  express 
charges,  repairing  roadwav-s  and  walks.  traA^eling  and  other  necessary 
expenses,  and  for  electric  lighting,  for  telegraph  and  telephone  services, 
and  for  all  necessaiw  office  fixtures  and  supplies,  twentA^-live  thousand 
dollars. 

Arlington  experiaiental  farai:  To  enable  the  Secretai’A^  of  Agri¬ 
culture  to  continue  the  necessai'A’  improA^ements  to  establish  and  main¬ 
tain  a  general  experimental  farm  and  agricultural  station  on  the  Arling¬ 
ton  estate,  in  the  State  of  Virginia,  including  emploA'ment  of  labor  in 
the  ciW  of  Washington  or  elsewhere,  and  for  all  necessai’A'  tixtures, 
supplies,  material,  apparatus,  and  other  expenses,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Congress  approA^ed  April  eighteenth, 
ninteen  hundred,  entitled  'Wn  Act  to  set  apart  a  portion  of  the  Arling¬ 
ton  estate  for  experimental  agricultural  purposes,  and  to  place  said 
portion  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  his 
successors  in  office,"  which  Act  shall  be  construed  to  confer  upon  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  his  successors  jurisdiction  oA'er  so  much 
of  the  Government  land  in  Alexandria  Countv,  Virginia,  known  as 
the  Arlington  estate,  as  lies  east  of  the  public  road  leading  from  the 
Aqueduct  Bridge  to  Alexandria.  Virginia,  otherwise  called  the  George¬ 
town  and  Alexandria  road,  and  between  said  road  and  the  Potomac 
River,  containing  about  four  hundred  acres,  with  the  exception,  how- 
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ever,  of  a  strip  of  land  as  follows:  Commencing  at  the  point  where  the 
Georgetown  and  Alexandria  road  enters  the  Arlington  estate  on  the 
north  side,  thence  along  said  road  six  hundred  and  twenty-live  yards, 
thence  in  a  line  perpendicular  to  said  road  to  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio 
Canal,  thence  along  said  canal  to  the  north  line  of  the  reservation, 
lifteen  thousand  dollars. 

Tea-culture  investigations:  For  all  expenses  necessary,  includ¬ 
ing  the  emplojmient  of  labor  in  the  city  of  AVashington  or  elsewhere, 
to  enable  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  investigate  and  report  on 
the  cost  of  making  tea  and  the  best  method  of  cultivating  and  prepar¬ 
ing  the  same  for  market,  so  as  to  demonstrate  whether  it  is  practicable 
to  introduce  its  culture  in  the  Southern  States  as  a  protitable  industry, 
and  for  all  necessary  fixtures,  supplies,  apparatus,  material,  and  other 
expenses,  ten  thousand  dollars. 

Purchase  and  distribution  of  valuable  seeds:  For  the  purchase, 
propagation,  testing,  and  distribution  of  valuable  seeds,  bulbs,  trees, 
shrubs,  vines,  cuttings,  and  plants;  for  rent  of  building,  not  to  exceed 
three  thousand  dollars;  the  employment  of  local  and  special  agents, 
clerks,  assistants,  and  other  labor  required,  in  the  city  of  ^AAshington 
and  elsewhere;  all  necessary  ofiice  fixtures  and  supplies,  fuel,  trans¬ 
portation,  paper,  twine,  gum,  printing,  postal  cards,  gas.  and  electric 
current;  traveling  expenses,  and  all  necessary  material  and  repairs 
for  putting  up  and  distributing  the  same,  and  to  be  distributed  in 
localities  adapted  to  their  culture,  two  hundred  and  ninety  thousand 
dollars,  of  which  amount  not  more  than  fortv-eight  thousand  dollars 
shall  be  expended  for  labor  in  the  city  of  AVashington.  District  of 
Columbia,  and  not  less  than  two  hundred*  and  ten  thousand  dollars  shall 
be  allotted  for  Congressional  distribution. 

And  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  hereby  directed  to  expend  the 
said  sum,  as  nearly  as  practicable,  in  the  purchase,  testing,  and  dis¬ 
tribution  of  such  valuable  seeds,  bulbs,  trees,  shrubs,  vines,  cuttings, 
and  plants,  the  best  he  can  obtain  at  public  or  private  sale,  and  such  as 
shall  be  suitable  for  the  respective  localities  to  which  the  same  are  to 
be  apportioned,  and  in  which  same  are  to  be  distributed  as  hereinafter 
stated,  and  such  seeds  so  purchased  shall  include  a  variety  of  vegetable 
and  fiower  seeds  suitable  for  planting  and  culture  in  the  various 
sections  of  the  Cnited  States.  An  equal  proportion  of  two-thirds 
of  all  seeds,  bulbs,  trees,  shrubs,  vines,  cuttings,  and  plants  shall, 
upon  their  request,  after  due  notilication  by  the  Secretary  of  Agri¬ 
culture  that  the  allotment  to  their  respective  districts  is  ready  for 
distribution,  be  supplied  to  Senators,  Kepresentatives,  and  Dele¬ 
gates  in  Congress  for  distribution  among  their  constituents,  or  mailed 
by  the  Department  upon  the  receipt  of  their  addressed  franks;  such 
franks  to  be  furnished  by  the  Public  Printer  as  is  now  done  for  docu¬ 
ment  slips  with  the  names  of  Senators.  Members,  and  Delegates 
printed  thereon,  and  the  words  “  United  States  Department  of  Agri¬ 
culture.  Congressional  Seed  Distribution."  or  such  other  phraseology 
as  the  Secretary  may  direct:  and  the  person  receiving  such  seeds  shall 
be  requested  to  inform  the  Department  of  the  results  of  the  experi¬ 
ments  therewith:  Provided.  That  all  seeds,  bulbs,  plants,  and  cuttings 
herein  allotted  to  Senators.  Representatives,  and  Delegates  in  Con¬ 
gress  for  distribution  remaining  uncalled  for  on  the  first  of  April 
shall  be  distributed  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  giving  prefer¬ 
ence  to  those  persons  whose  names  and  addresses  have  been 
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furnished  hy  Senators  and  Kepresentatives  in  Cono-ress,  and  who 
have  not  l)efore.  during-  the  same  season.  ))een  su])plied  l)y  the 
Department:  A?/d  provided  also.  That  the  Secretary  shall  re])ort.  as 
provided  in  this  Act.  the  place,  quantity,  and  ])]‘ice  of  seeds  i)ur- 
chased.  and  the  date  of  purchase;  Init  nothing-  in  this  paragraph  shall 
be  construed  to  prevent  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  from  sending 
seeds  to  those  who  apply  for  the  same.  And  the  amount  herein  appro¬ 
priated  shall  not  be  diverted  or  used  for  any  other  purpose  but  for  the 
purchase,  propagation,  and  distribution  of  valuai)le  seeds,  bulbs,  trees, 
shrubs,  vines,  cuttings  and  plants:  Provided,  hoicever.  That  upon  each 
envelope  or  wrapper  containing  packages  of  seeds  the  contents  thereof 
shall  be  plainly  indicated,  and  the  Secretaiy  shall  not  distribute  to 
any  Senator,  Kepresentative.  or  Delegate  seeds  entirely  unlit  for 
the  climate  and  locality  he  represents.  l)ut  shall  distribute  the  same 
so  that  each  member  may  have  seeds  of  equal  value,  as  near  as 
ma}’  be.  and  the  best  adapted  to  the  locality  he  represents:  Pi‘o- 
victed  cdso^  That  the  seeds  allotted  to  Senators  and  Representatives  for 
distribution  in  the  districts  embraced  within  the  twenty-fifth  and 
thirty-fourth  parallels  of  latitude  shall  be  ready  for  delivery  not  later 
than  the  tenth  day  of  January:  Provided  further.  That  thirty  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  of  the  sum  thus  appropriated,  or  so  much  thereof  as  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  direct,  maybe  used  to  collect,  purchase, 
test,  propagate,  and  distribute  rare  and  valuable  seeds,  bulbs,  trees, 
shrubs,  vines,  cuttings,  and  plants  froimforeign  countries  for  experi¬ 
ments  with  reference  to  their  introduction  into  this  country;  and  the 
seeds,  bulbs,  trees,  shrubs,  vines,  cuttings,  and  plants  thus  collected, 
purchased,  tested,  and  propagated  shall  not  be  included  in  general  dis¬ 
tribution,  but  shall  be  used  for  experimental  tests  to  be  carried  on 
with  the  cooperation  of  the  agricultural  experiment  stations. 

IxvESTiGATixG  PRODUCTION  OF  DOMESTIC  SUGAR:  Foi’  all  expenses, 
including  the  employment  of  labor  in  the  city  of  Washington  or  else¬ 
where,  necessary  to  enable  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  continue 
inquiiy  and  ascertain  the  progress  made  in  the  production  of  domestic 
sugar  from  beets  and  sorghum,  including  the  area  of  available  lands 
adapted  thereto  by  irrigation  or  otherwise,  and  to  investigate  all  other 
matters  concerning  the  same,  five  thousand  dollars.

practical  forestry  and  in  conducting  experiments  and  investigations  in 
the  city  of  Washington  and  elsewhere,  and  for  collating,  digesting’, 
reporting,  illustrating,  and  printing  the  results  of  such  experiments 
and  investigations;  for  the  purchase  of  all  necessary  supplies,  appa¬ 
ratus,  and  office  fixtures;  for  freight  and  express  charges,  and  travel¬ 
ing  and  other  necessary  expenses,  three  hundred  and  twelve  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty  dollars,  of  which  sum  not  to  exceed  ten  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  may  be  used  for  rent.

Secretary  of  the  Treasury  for  samples  from  original  packages  of 
such  articles  for  inspection  and  analysis:  and  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  is  hereby  authorized  to  open  such  original  packages  and 
deliver  specimens  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  for  the  purpose 
mentioned,  giving  notice  to  the  owner  or  consignee  of  such  articles, 
who  may  be  present  and  have  the  right  to  introduce  testimony:  and 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  refuse  delivery  to  the  consignee  of 
any  such  goods  which  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  reports  to  him 
have  been  inspected  and  analyzed  and  found  to  be  dangerous  to  health, 
or  which  are  forbidden  to  be  sold  or  restricted  in  sale  in  the  countries 
in  which  they  are  made  or  from  which  they  are  exported,  or  which 
shall  be  falsely  labeled  in  any  respect  in  regard  to  the  place  of  manu¬ 
facture  or  the  contents  of  the  package. 

To  enable  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  investigate  the  character 
of  food  preservatives,  coloring  matters,  and  other  substances  added  to 
foods,  to  determine  their  relation  to  digestion  and  to  health,  and  to 
establish  the  principles  which  should  guide  their  use:  to  enable  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  investigate  the  character  of  the  chemical 
and  physical  tests  which  are  applied  to  American  food  products  in 
foreign  countries,  and  to  inspect  before  shipment,  when  desired  by  the 
shippers  or  owners  of  these  food  products,  American  food  products 
intended  for  countries  where  chemical  and  physical  tests  are  required 
before  said  food  products  are  allowed  to  be  sold  in  the  countries  men¬ 
tioned,  and  for  all  necessary  expenses  connected  with  such  inspection 
and  studies  of  methods  of  analysis  in  foreign  countries:  to  enable  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture,  in  collaboration  with  the  Association  of 
Official  Agricultural  Chemists,  and  such  other  experts  as  he  may  deem 
necessary,  to  establish  standards  of  purity  for  food  products  and  to 
determine  what  are  regarded  as  adulterations  therein,  for  the  guidance 
of  the  officials  of  the  various  States  and  of  the  courts  of  justice:  for

purchase  and  installment  of  a  new  boiler  in  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry.

Agricultural  experiment  stations:  To  cany  into  effect  the  pro- 
Ausions  of  an  Act  approA’ed  March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  eightA^- 
seAmn,  entitled  ''An  Act  to  establish  agricultural  experiment  stations 
in  connection  with  the  colleges  established  in  the  several  States  under 
the  provisions  of  an  Act  approAmd  July  second,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-two,  and  of  the  Acts  supplementaiy  thereto,”  and  to  enforce  the 
execution  thereof,  eight  hundred  and  ten  thousand  dollars;  forty  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  of  which  sum  shall  be  payable  upon  the  order  of  the  Secre- 
taiy  of  Agriculture  to  enable  him  to  carry  out  the  proAUsions  of  section 
three  of  said  Act  of  March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven, 
and  fifteen  thousand  dollars  of  which  sum  maA’  be  expended  by  the 
Secretaiy  of  Agriculture  to  iiiAmstigate  and  report  to  Congress  upon  the 
agricultural  resources  and  capabilities  of  Alaska,  and  to  establish  and 
maintain  agricultural  experiment  stations  in  said  Territory,  including* 
the  erection  of  buildings  and  all  other  expenses  essential  to  the  mainte¬ 
nance  of  such  stations:  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  prescribe 
the  form  of  the  annual  financial  statement  required  by  section  three  of 
said  Act  of  March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven;  shall 
ascertain  whether  the  expenditures  under  the  appropriation  hereby 
made  are  in  accordance  with  the  proA'isions  of  said  Act,  and  shall  make 
report  thereon  to  Congress;  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  herebA" 
authorized  to  employ  such  assistants,  clerks,  and  other  persons  as  he  ma}^ 
deem  necessaiy,  in  the  city  of  Washington  and  elsewhere,  and  to  incur 
such  other  expenses  for  office  fixtures  and  supplies,  stationery,  traAml- 
ing,  freight,  and  express  charges,  illustration  of  the  Experiment  Station 
Record,  bulletins  and  reports,  as  he  may  find  essential  in  carrying  out 
the  objects  of  the  above  Acts,  and  the  sums  apportioned  to  the  sermral 
States  shall  be  paid  quarterly  in  advance.  And  the  Secretary  of  Agricul¬ 
ture  is  hereby  authorized  to  furnish  to  such  institutions  or  indiAuduals 
as  may  care  to  buy  them  copies  of  the  card  index  of  agricultural  liter¬ 
ature  prepared  by  the  Office  of  Experiment  Stations,  and  charge  for 
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the  same  a  price  covering  the  additional  expense  involved  in  the  prep¬ 
aration  of  these  copies,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  apply  the  mon¬ 
eys  received  toward  the  expense  of  the  preparation  of  the  index.  And 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  hereby  authorized  to  expend  fifteen 
thousand  dollars  of  which  sum  to  establish  and  maintain  an  agricul¬ 
tural  station  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  including  the  erection  of  build¬ 
ings,  the  printing  (in  the  Hawaiian  Islands),  illustration,  and  distribu¬ 
tion  of  reports  and  bulletins,  and  all  other  expenses  essential  to  the 
maintenance  of  said  station.  And  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is 
hereby  authorized  to  expend  fifteen  thousand  dollars  of  which  sum  to 
establish  and  maintain  an  agricultural  experiment  station  in  Porto 
Pico,  including  the  erection  of  buildings,  the  printing  (in  Porto  Pico), 
illustration,  and  distribution  of  reports  and  bulletins,  and  all  other 
expenses  essential  to  the  maintenance  of  said  station;  and  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  Agriculture  is  authorized  to  sell  such  products  as  are  obtained 
on  the  land  belonging  to  the  agricultural  experiment  stations  in  Alaska, 
Hawaii,  and  Porto  Pico,  and  to  apply  the  moneys  received  from  the 
sale  of  such  products  to  the  maintenance  of  said  stations:  in  ail.  eight 
hundred  and  ten  thousand  dollars:  Provided,  That  five  thousand  dol¬ 
lars  of  this  sum  shall  be  used  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  inves¬ 
tigate  and  report  upon  the  organization  and  progress  of  farmers’ 
institutes  in  the  several  States  and  Territories  and  upon  similar  organ¬ 
izations  in  foreign  countries,  with  special  suggestions  of  plans  and 
methods  for  making  such  organizations  more  effective  for  the  dis¬ 
semination  of  the  results  of  the  work  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
and  the  agricultural  experiment  stations  and  of  improved  methods  of 
agricultural  practice. 

Total  for  agricultural  experiment  stations,  eight  hundred  and  ten 
thousand  dollars. 

Nutritiox  Ixtestigatioxs:  To  enable  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
to  investigate  and  report  upon  the  nutritive  value  of  the  various  arti¬ 
cles  and  commodities  used  for  human  food,  vfith  special  suggestions 
of  full,  wholesome,  and  edible  rations  less  wasteful  and  more  econom¬ 
ical  than  those  in  common  use,  including  special  investigations  on  the 
nutritive  value  and  economy  of  the  diet  in  public  institutions:  and  the 
agricultural  experiment  stations  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
cooperate  with  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  in  carrying  out  said  inves¬ 
tigations  in  such  manner  and  to  such  extent  as  may  be  warranted  by 
a  due  regard  to  the  varying  conditions  and  needs  of  the  respective 
States  and  Territories,  and  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon:  and  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  hereby  authorized  to  require  said  stations 
to  report  to  him  the  results  of  any  such  investigations  which  they  may 
carry  out,  whether  in  cooperation  with  said  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
or  otherwise,  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

.  Ireigatiox  ixvESTiGATioxs:  To  enable  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
to  investigate  and  report  upon  the  laws  as  affecting  irrigation  and  the 
rights  of  riparian  proprietors  and  institutions  refating  to  irrigation 
and  upon  the  use  of  irrigation  waters,  at  home  or  abroad,  with  especial 
suggestions  of  better  methods  for  the  utilization  of  irrigation  waters 
in  agriculture  than  those  in  common  use.  and  upon  plans  for  the 
removal  of  seepage  and  surplus  waters  by  drainage,  and  upon  the  use 
of  different  kinds  of  power  for  irrigation  and  other  agriculturul  pur¬ 
poses,  and  for  the  preparation,  printing,  and  illustration  of  reports 
and  bulletins  on  irrigation,  including  employment  of  labor  in  the  city 
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of  Washington  or  elsewhere;  and  the  agricultiiral  ext)erinient  stations 
are  herelw  authorized  and  direeted  to  cooperate  with  the  Scjcretary  of 
Agriculture  in  carrying  out  said  investigations  in  sucli  manner  and  to 
such  extent  as  ma^’  be  warranted  bv  a  due  regard  to  the  vaiwing  con¬ 
ditions  and  needs  of  the  respective  States  and  Territories  as  may  be 
mutualh^  agreed  upon,  and  all  necessary  expenses,  sixty-live  thousand 
dollars. 

Public  koad  inquiries:  To  enable  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to 
make  inquiries  in  regard  to  the  system  of  road  management  through¬ 
out  the  United  States;  to  make  investigations  in  regard  to  the  best 
methods  of  road  making,  and  the  best  kind  of  road-making  materials 
in  the  several  States;  the  employment  of  local  and  special  agents, 
clerks,  assistants,  and  other  labor  required  in  conducting  experiments 
in  the  city  of  Washington  and  elsewhere;  and  in  collating,  digesting, 
reporting,  and  illustrating  the  results  of  such  experiments;  to  enable 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  investigate  the  chemical  and  ph3'sical 
character  of  road  materials,  for  the  pa}"  of  experts,  chemists,  and 
laborers,  for  necessaiw  office  fixtures,  supplies,  apparatus,  and  mate¬ 
rials;  telegraph  and  telephone  service,  traveling,  and  other  necessaiw 
expenses,  and  for  preparing  and  publishing  bulletins  and  reports  on 
this  subject  for  distribution,  and  to  enable  him  to  assist  the  agricultural 
colleges  and  experiment  stations  in  disseminating  information  on  this 
subject,  thirfiv-five  thousand  dollars,  three  thousand  dollars  of  which 
sum  shall  be  immediateh"  available. 

Emergency  appropriation:  To  enable  the  Secretarvof  Agriculture 
to  stamp  out  and  eradicate  the  foot  and  mouth  disease  and  other  con¬ 
tagious  diseases  of  animals,  to  be  used  for  no  other  purpose,  five  hun¬ 
dred  thousand  dollars.
